Building a home is a choice ambition, especially to the family paying rent. 
Simple existence is a thing of the past, at least, to the progressive man and 
woman. Many artistic homes are found in different parts of the country, but the 
average house owner does not know to whom to go, to secure artistic and prac- 
tical results. 

INFERIOR DESIGNS ARE MONUMENTAL EYE-SORES. 

A modern and progressive up-to-date individual would not think of wearing a 
garment unless taken from some authoritive plate of fashion, and at that, a new 
garment is usually in use less than a year’s duration. Yet many will allow a 
novice to draft plans of their building, which will be an eye-sore for genera- 
tions, when for less money, at the outset they can secure ideas and drawings 
of an architectural expert whose aim, for reputation’s sake alone, will be to 
produce the best possible effects for the least sum of money. 

AN AGE OF INVENTION. 

Look around you, see what is being done in mechanical inventions, then look 
at some of the buildings which go up now-a-days, many of them being copies of 
plans built thirty and forty years ago. The reason of this is that many a per- 
son is content with ordinary results, and usually having no one to advise them 
otherwise, go ahead on the same old outlines. Nothing expresses your progres- 
sive individuality more than a modem place of abode. It talks volumes for you 
to every passer-by and advertises you in the most conservative possible manner. 
It bespeaks prosperity. 

POINTS TO LOOK AFTER. 

The planning of a house, where expensive materials and labor are considered, 
should not be left to unskilled hands. Allow the lady of the house to have con- 
siderable say-so in the floor arrangement especially. They have to live in the 
house day and night and a poorly planned house is generally more expensive 
than a modern practical plan.

THE “ARCHITECT-BUILDER.” 

It Is right and proper that ail builders should be able to draw more or lees, 
but it is absolutely impossible for a man to be an up-to-date builder and at the 
same time study architectural plans and design as they should be studied. The 
fact that “a little knowledge is a dangerous thing” could hardly be more dearly 
exemplified than with he, who with a smattering of architectural knowledge, 
self-styles himself “Architect and Builder.” 

He may be able to make a poor copy of some good design heretofore built, 
but no copy is as good as an original in the first place, and aside from frhb*, while 
the copyest is copying, the original man is surging on ahead on something new 
and better. Did you ever realize this? 

THE CHEAP BUILDER. 



The cheap builder is usually antagonistic to the architect The good builder 
is generally his friend, for when he figures on a job he knows that his figures 
will be made on the same basis for material, construction and workmanship as 
that of his competitors. My professional services cost you nothing when it is 
considered they come out of and are paid for by the waste which would pre- 
sumptively result in building without well considered plans. 

Be as specific when you build as you would in a written contract for a 
“building muddle” is deplorable. The plans, specification and details of construe^ 
tion are necessarily a part of your contract.

CONSULTATION AT A DISTANCE. 

Think of what vou can save by consulting a party at f- - — -

street. This is where local talent generally fails to produce artistic results, 
field is too limited. They have nothing for fresh inspiration 

MY CLIENTAGE. 

My clientage has been built up at great expense. I have put in years in m 
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endeavor to produce artistic and practical results. I give all work personal at- 
tention and have no cheap help in my office. 

We do work at small profit and as it is done well our clients always get good 
results. I contend that it is all right to do work reasonably cheap if it is done 
well. 

THE EXTENT OF OUR BUSINESS. 

We can take only a certain amount of business, turning out plans is not a 
mechanical operation, as some would presume. It requires good efficient draught- 
men and personal attention and my time' being entirely devoted to the best inter- 
ests of my clients I cannot reasonably be expected to give personal attention to 
sending out “free sketches.” I believe it a great injustice to expect an archi- 
tect, or any other professional man to waste his time in this manner and to send 
out samples of his work upon approval. A lawyer, physician or any other pro- 
fessional man would not consent to it . 

THE FREE SKETCH IDEA. 

The profession of architecture has been cheapened somewhat by the practice 
some architects have made of sending out free sketches. When an architect has 
come to this in order to secure work, it is reasonably certain that he will take 
the easiest way to please you, inasmuch as he will not make any effort to im- 
prove upon your ideas. When you go to an architect, a lawyer, or a doctor, you 
do not always care for him to coincide exactly with your ideas. You want ad- 
vanced ideas, suggestions and conscientious advise. Now with the “free-sketch 
architect,” he is after an early adoption of plan, usually an anti-dated stock plan 
at that, or a poor original made by cheap help. We would rather sell special 
plans as we like to improve on every job turned out and even on our past work. 
It stands to reason that no reputable architect can improve his work when he 
copies one job after another. It stands to reason that the “free-sketch architect” 
will not care to give other alivice when you have once selected one of his (once 
in-a-hundred chance) plans, for fear that he will loose your order. 

AS A SPECIALIST. 

I can offer suggestions which come only from extended study and long ex- 
perience. The average client is not fully aware of the value of plans prepared 
by an architectural expert, compared with those made by a builder, or even by 
an architect of ordinary ability and limited clientage. In most professions the 
I charges are exorbitantly high in proportion to the extent of practice, but with 
I rnnoh lower than the universal schedule of fees, on medium-price residence 
( church work, except in St. Louis, where we charge the customary fees of 
, 3% per cent for plans, specifications and details. 

¥ SPECIAL PLANS. 

Realizing that one building, well done, leads to more, we will agree to make 
complete special plans for the special price of 2 per cent on the actual cost of 
building or for a fee of not less than $35, including full details and legally 
worded specifications and give them personal attention. We ask for nothing in 
advance from parties who are absolutely responsible and are rated. Parties not 
well recommended must advance at least one-third of fee with order. We ex- 
pect to fully satisfy clients on every point in the preliminary plans. This is 
where the value of preliminary plans comes in. 

PUBLISHED PLANS. 

We cannot afford to publish plans of our special work for the reason that 
certain advanced ideas would be universally made use of. Some builders dis- 
courage the use of an architect’s plan, on the pretense that estimates are gen- 
erally low. Some architects put their estimates high, in order to find favor with 
the bunders, who will quite naturally recommend their plans. The builder 
should have a fair profit

Please fill out the enclosed order and question blank in back of book as 
near as you can, and I will immediately proceed with the preliminary plans. 
These plans may probably require changing several times, in order to suit you 
exactly, and I shall expect prompt replies, so that I can give the matter atten- 
tion while it is fresh in mind. You possibly have a view of a house which 
comes near suiting you, or a partly executed plan, which you can send rough 
tracing of. 

THE NECESSITY OF PLANS. 

It is very necessary that you have complete working drawings, and above 
all, legally worded specifications. It excites competition among the builders, 
and then since you know that all builders are figuring on the same basis, you 
can very readily see how the price of plans and specifications may be saved 
many times over. 

L . NEW IDEAS. 

This is not all there is to be considered. You want a house with all modern 
improvements. There are constantly coming out new methods of construction, 
new building materials, new plumbing and other fixtures, and as a leader in my 
profession these new features are brought to my early attention.

We will receive individual checks from responsible parties where 15 cents 
exchange is allowed.

My professional advertising announcements appear only in 
such publications as guarantee their subscribers against irresponsible advertis- 
ers.

Builders sometimes try to impress upon prospective clients that they can 
work up something a little different and yet evade the architect’s rights at law. 
No copy is as good as the original, in the first place, and besides subjecting their 
customers to a cost for plans which is many times higher than what we might 
originally charge if ordered direct, they only make a common-place design. Have 
you ever noticed that “sameness” in houses built in certain localities? Why is it? 
Then again have you not seen a house which looked like a gentleman among a 
lot of beggars? It is all in the kind of plan you have. 

QUESTIONS PROMPTLY ANSWERED. 

Parties who contemplate ordering plans are at liberty to ask as many ques- 
tion as they choose. Write questions out plainly, leaving space for an answer 
below each one. Also refer to plans by design and page -number, always giving 
name of house. It is desirable that you send outline of lot, points of compass, 
etc, if you contemplate ordering special plans. To see how designs appear re- 
versed hold to a mirror. 

See index for revised plans. Should any stock plan exceed estimate, I will ex- 
change them for any other plan of less cost which we may have in stock if re- 
turned within ten days from date of shipment and in good condition. 

Always write questions on separate sheet, with name and address. 

SKETCH PROPOSITION. 

For the nominal cost of $5 or so, for prelimary plans, it would pay you any- 
way to put “two heads” to work on this important building project of yours, 
even if you did not care to finally build from my plans. My ideas alone are 
worth this to you. 

I assure you, however, you will require no other assistance for we exercise 
the greatest care in the preperation of our work and have excellent facilities, 
and a large staff of draughtsmen, each of whom are experts in their certain line. 

Your local architect’s ideas may be only 70 to 80-percent right, maybe 
only 60-percent, but even if 90-percent right, which is a high average, you 
would be ahead by ordering plans of this office at 2-percent, which we* guar- 
antee to be 100-percent perfect. 

The preliminary plans consist of the floor plans, giving sizes of rooms, 
etc., to or inch scales as we deem best, and a front view of house, and 
when the floor arrangement and front view is to your satisfaction we expect a 
payment of $10 or $1 5 on account if you wish us to proceed’ further with the 
work.

endeavor to give as much or more than is expected for the money, and we, 
therefore, cannot take any speculative chances on your fancies. 

The excellent facilities of this office makes it possible to give you much 
more and better work for your money than procurable elsewhere. 

PURCHASING MATERIAL. 

We often have requests to purchase building materials, mantels, heating 
devices, etc., and for the convenience of our clients we will do this where 
paid by our clients, at the rate of 5-percent on cost of purchases, giving the 
benefit of our judgement of values, etc., but in no instance can we accept a 
commission except from our clients. We receive letters daily with extracts 
such as follow:

THINK BEST, AND DO NOT THANK YOU FOR THE SUGGESTION, WHICH, IN MY OPIN- 
ION, IS PLAIN BRIBERY, AND I OFFER $100 TO ANY ONE WHO CAN SHOW THAT I 
HAVE, AT ANY TIME, EVER ACCEPTED A CENT IN THIS WAY.” 

I am quite emphatic on this point as it is becoming a common practice. 
An architect can not conscientiously take a fee from both sides, any more 
than a reputable lawyer, and while it might be quite renumerative for a while it 
would in my opinion be his undoing in time. Furthermore, we do not sell 
lists of names to such concerns, bothering our clients with circulars. 

PROSPECTIVE CLIENTS. 

Prospective clients at a distance should be very emphatic if they mean 
business. I get so many idle inquiries, to which I can pay no attention 
and it will pay you to be frank in your dealings with this office, as I take great 
interest in appreciative clients, who have ambition enough to have my plans 
carried out right when they get them, as it means satisfaction all around, and 
leads to other work. 

THE NECESSITY OF PLANS. 

An architect’s plans and specifications saves money and avoids delay and 
mistakes, especially, such plans as we turn out, all accurately drawn and carefully 
figured. They will save many times their cost, besides you have the satisfac- 
tion of having embodied style and convience in your building. It is a mistake 
to suppose that you can build intelligently without such service. We put your 
own ideas in condensed and practical form. We facilitate the taking of 
estimates from contractors, as they can then bid accurately. Complete plans 
save you much worry, and you are not then obliged to take everybody’s advice. 

The first essential is an artistic exterior, of clean-cut outline, free from 
cheap ornamentation or extremes of any kind. In plan, the rooms should be 
well arranged, taking into consideration, light, ventilation and location of furni- 
ture, etc. 

ARCHITECTURAL STYLE. 

It is regretable to see the lack of appreciation that many have for clean- 
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cut, sensible architectural design. Many go to the expense to have carefully- 
drawn plans made, and then show an utter disregard as to whether it 
is carried out in detail according to the architects instructions, and if the 
contractor is at all inclined to shirk his work, he can often induce a substitu- 
tion of inferior design and cheaper material, under some slight pretext or 
other.

In order to get the best results, select a good honest conscientious and 
intelligent builder. If he is one who believes an architect’s plans as unneces- 
sary, he is a “Primitive” and should not be entrusted with your work, for the 
progressive man does not build simply for protection from the elements, but 
for beauty as well as convenience, and it stands to reason that you should 
procure expert advice. 

It is all well enough to figure with local men as to about how large a 
building can be built for a given sum, but having attained this, you then want 
the best talent attainable.

We have a special cheap method of summer-house construction, using beaded 
partition lumber to inside partitions, running perpindicular around the entire 
room, and having the room free from the customary exposed posts to outer 
walls. This method will save 15 to 20 per-cent in cost, and we can prepare 
special plans of any cheap house for $25.

IPlANS which refer back to this page have 1'8-inch stone or 
13-inch brick foundation walls, as desired, with cellar under 
the main portion of house where cellar stairs are shown and 
flue for furnace where practical, with general good finish 
throughout. Plumbing is included where shown. Story 
heights average 1 o feet. 

All rooms are plastered and finished with yellow pine, or 
native wood, in natural finish. All mouldings are detailed in 
stock patterns, and details of porches, cornices, etc., are very 
simple in construction. It is important to have the entire 
construction of a building clearly shown by large scale or full- 
size drawings. It assists the workmen on the building, for 
they do not then have to ponder over problems of construc- 
tion. The plans are all neatly and accurately drawn, and 
above all, carefully figured, giving dimensions of glass, location 
and size of doors, windows, etc., and all information neces- 
sary for the successful guidance of the builder.

of competition there is among builders. All estimates are 
based on the schedule of prices in front pages. If you have 
plans you can always get reasonably fair bids. At the prices 
given for stock-plans, no changes or modifications are includ- 
ed, but we will furnish plans reversed, if desired, or jvill 
change any floor plan for $2.75 extra and any elevation or 
exterior view for $2.50, or will make special plans for 2 per- 
cent, on cost of building, or $25.00 for houses of less than 
$1,250 in cost.

I am a builder, not one of those arch-i-tect 
builders either, that you speak of, but just a plain every-day builder. I do 
lots of building through the country where I have to draw plans, but not by 
choice, by any means. I have tried to explain to my patrons the importance 
of an experienced architect many times, but many of them cannot see the 
difference between an architect and builder. 

In this country a builder is generally expected to make plans and de- 
tails and look after the work in general, and lots of patrons do not seem to 
think that it is much of a job and do not want to pay much for it. If every 
builder was like myself, they would put more stress on the importance of an 
architect and take lots of work off their own hands which is not in their 
line and to which they are not fitted. I have studied over your designs and 
must say that they are ap good cottage plans as I ever saw.— Harry Kramer.

f ANY an old house would be remodeled if it could succes- 
fully be done without sacraficing a greater portion of the 
present structure, and even then, as many say, “it’s an old 
house after all.”
